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REMARKS 

In the non-final action mailed January 25, 2007, all pending claims 1-14 stand rejected. 
Applicants have amended above claims 8 and 9, and submit herewith a terminal disclaimer. 
Claims 1-14 remain pending. Applicants request reconsideration in view of amendments above, 
the terminal disclaimer, and the following remarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 101 

Applicants have amended claim 8 to recite a computer-readable memory medium, and 
believe that addresses the Examiner's concems. As such. Applicants request that the Section 101 
rejection of claim 8 be withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

Applicants submit herewith a terminal disclaimer directed to co-pending Application No. 
10/646,428, and request that the provisional double-patenting rejection be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

Applicants have amended independent claim 9 to parallel independent claims 1 and 8, 
and submit that claim 9 is patentable over the cited art for the same reasons claims 1 and 8 are 
patentable. As such. Applicants request that the anticipation rejection of claims 9-14 be 
withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

Applicants submit that all pending claims 1-14 are in condition for allowance and request 
that the Examiner issue a notice of allowance. 

It is believed that all of the pending claims have been addressed. However, the absence 
of a reply to a specific rejection, issue or comment does not signify agreement with or 
concession of that rejection, issue or comment.
